"Five years have passed since Lithuania declared its 
independence, however, only in 18 schools of 74 in the 
Vilnius region and in 15 of 57 schools in the Salcininkai 
region the language of teaching is Lithuanian", Kazimieras 
Garsva, deputy chairman of the Vilnija said. 


According to him, the Polish union together with teachers, 
psychologists and medical people started exerting pressure on 
parents in order to prevent them from letting their children 
attend Lithuanian schools. 


"Such kind of propoganda violates the articles No. 14, 22, 
26, 28, 29 and 38 of the Constitution", Garsva claimed. 


The society Vilnija helps non-Lithuanians to integrate into 
the public and cultural life in Lithuania, takes care of the 
Lithuanians who live in foreign countries, cooperates with 
teachers, pupils, their parents, organises meetings, 
excursions, conferences and exhibition.
